of Charity from the palpable danger of Starving. 

A. In anfwer to the Queftion we may confider, 
ift. that common Equity makes it Lawful for any 
Debtor ro Deliver a inere Stranger from fo terribie 
an Evil as that of Starving, provided it be no con- 
fiderable Difadvantage to his Creditors; and 2dly. 
that a Return of Gratitude is little other than Pay- 
ment of a Debr; and that, tho’ the kindnefs re- 
ceiv’d were a Voluntary Donation, yet in {ome re- 
fpect the Generofity of the Giver Enhances the Ob- 
ligation, Whence ir naturally follows, that, tho’ 
we are Involv'd in Debr, we may proced@*further 
in our kindnefs to a Friend, that has obligd us, 
than to a Stranger, cra cominon acquaintance on 
ly. 

Q. How do you reconcile St. Paul’s recommendation 
of Perpetual Virginity to that Command of God to 
Noah and bis Sons, Encreate and Multiply ? 

A. We muft freely own, that both Jews and 
Gentiles lookt upon themfelves as under an Obli- 
gation to Encreafe and Multiply their Species. The 
former from the very Precept, you propofe, thoughr 
it Unlawful to continue in a Virgin Stare beyond 
the Age of Twenty. Nay, they proceeded fo far 
as to declare, thar to remain Unmarried longer 
than the foremention’d time vertually implied the 
Sinof Homicide, Lycurgus (that famous Lacede- 
monian Lawgiver ) made it one of his Laws, that 
Batchelors after fuch an Age fhou'd be forbid ro be 
Spectators of the Publick Games. Plato (that Di- 
‘ine Philofopher) Prorounces the foremention'd 
Perfons unworthy of any honour at all, cho’ St. Paul 
in effect declares them to be Wirthy ef Double bo- 
nour, We learn from one of Mareial’s Epigrams, 
that in His time the Father of Three Children was 
honour’d with a Peculiar Privilege ; which was 
therefore call’d, Fur Trium Liberorum, But Not- 
wihflanding {ach Authority, which we have been 
(6 free toown, thole words to Noa) and his Sons 
are fairly reconcileable with Sr, Paul’s Advice. And 
this we hall Evince by the fubiequent Particulars. 

1, All words Imperacively urte:'d do not include 


the Obligation of a Command: As when a Ser- 
vant asks leave of his Mafter to go abroad, and 
the Mafter feplies, Go, the word Go, tho’ in the 
impérative Mood, does not imply a Command,but 
a Permiffion to Go. 

2. Thofe words, Encreafe and Multiply, might, 
if abfolutely taken, be no other than a Form of 
Bleffing. And therefore their meaning might be no 
moréthan this ; I will fo Profper your endeayours 
to Propagate your. kind, as'that ye thall Encreafe 
andy Multiply." What thefeforé determines the 
words to the Obligation ofa Command is the fpe- 
ciality of the Time,in which they were Pronouncd; 
namely, when there were but Eight Perfons in the 
World, and God defign’d to People the Earth by 
fo Inconfiderable a Number, And this Directs us 
to the meaning of St. Paul's advice, and fhews us, 
that it is Temporary, and bears re{pect to the Cir- 
cumftances of Time and Place, to the then Pre- 
{ent Condition of the Koman Provinces, .which 
were fo Pientifully Inhabited,as to{fuffer no mannet 
of Inconvenience from the Virginiry of fo very 
Few, comparatively fpeaking, as he fore.knew, 
woud be willing to follow his advice. If there- 
fore we Live in a Country, where the Inhabitanrs 
are too Scanry to make 1 Flourifh ; or obferve, 
that fuch Numbers engage in a Virgirl-ftate, as 
in all Probabiliey will Depopalate our Country, 
we are under an Obligation Nor ro follow that 
Connfe! of St. Paul's, which under fuch Circum- 
ftances has no manner of Regard ro Us. 

Some will have it, thar Sc. Paul's Recommenda- 
tion of Virginity refpects only thofe times of Per- 
fecution, agreeable to thofe words of cur Blefled 
Lord concerning the Deftruction of Jernfalem,when 
the Chriitians were to fly to Pella, H% unto them, 
that are with Child, and to them that give fuck in 
thofe dys. Bat tho’ in fume places he profeffedly 
alludes ro thole Peri/ous times,yer elfewhere he has 4 
plain regatd to fomething elfe, when he lays, He, 
that is Unmarried, careth for the things, that belony 
to the Lord, how he may pieafe the Lord. And indeed 
the Chriftian Infticucion retomniends foch Inftances 
of Piety and Devotion, of Mortification and Self- 
denia!, as both fews and Gentiles were generally 
nnaequainted with ; inftances of an Unutual De- 
dication of cur felves to Heaven, tho’ in the Cafe
